GAMBLING 


At alrout 
tho time when farmers 


were sending 
threshers 
into their 


wheat fields much selling of "paper" 
wheat wns done on the Chicago Board 
of 
Trade. \Vhile 
"paper" 
wheat 


doesn't make bread it does set the price 
for real wheat—the price paid to the 
grower. This heavy selling of "paper" 
wheat cut the farmer's price to less 
than S2.00 the bushel. Board of Trade 
gamblers spoke volumes about "the 
law of supply and demand now regu- 
lating prices." and 
admonished the 


growers for holding back wheat. 


Hundreds of thousands of farmers 


had to sell or did sell their wheat, 
which now lies in country elevators, 
owned largely by men operating on the 
Chicago Board of Trade. What fol- 
lows? ''Big upward swings in the price 
of wheat look place today." This is 
the story coming out of the Chicago 
Board of Trade on October 27. What 
happened? Was the law of supply and 
demand still in force? Supply was as 
large as it was a month before. The 
demand was no larger than it then 
was. 
But—"Houses (meaning Board 


of Trade gambling brokerage con- 
cerns) that have been suspicious of 
late on the selling side, reversed their 
positions and covered on a broad 
scale." 


That is the story. That is how the 


gamblers manipulated the wheat mar- 
ket. Just before the grower hauled his 
wheat to the elevators the gamblers 
were 
"conspicuous 
on the selling 


side." They sold wheat they didn't 
own. 
lhat is, "paper" wheat. This beat 


down the price. Then they bought this 
wheat from farmers who had to sell 
immediately, at the manipulated low 
price. When the gamblers had the 
wheat they—"reversed their position." 
and began buying "paper" wheat. This 
forced the price of the wheat they held 
in country elevators to a higher level. 
The producer of wheat lost the differ- 
ence. The consumer of bread didn't 
profit. The gambler "covered on a 
broad scale." When are we going to 
stop this fraud against the farmer? 


WILSOX AFTER MARCH 1 


Pretty soon the interest of the nation 


will center on the question: What is 
Woodrow Wilson going to do after 
March 1 when he retires? Is he to be 
the second Sage of Princeton, in the 
classic 'groves from 
which Grover 


Cleveland addressed his countrymen 
from time to time after his retirement? 


Or. if health is restored to him', will 


he, like Tafl. accept a professorship in 
a college, and go about the country 
lecturing to his fellow-Americans—a 
a professor-at-large. so to speak? 


Obviously in him 
there is not the 


spirit of adventure lhat sent Theodore 
Roosevelt to the African jungles and 
later to the trackless interior of South 
America; and still later into another 
contest for the presidency. 


Rather, more than likely. Wilson 


will devote himself to writing, and 
from his pen the nation may expect 
the most notable contribution to the 
history of the times in which no states- 
man played so prominent a part as lie. 


Only one president returned to pub- 


lic life after quitting his office, John 
Quincy Adams, retiring from the presi- 
dency in 1829. went back to Washing- 
Ion in 1831 as a member of the house 
of representatives, at the age of 61. 
Friends feared this step would dim the 
lusler of his great fame, but his ser- 
vice in congress only added to his re- 
nown. 


As champion in congress of the anti- 


slavery 
movement, he incurred the 


wrath of slave-trading interests. His- 
tory says he labored thus for liberty 
"amidst scorn and derision and threats 
of expulsion and assassination." He. 
was stricken while rising to address 


the house after serving as representa- 
tive 17*years. He died two days later, 
aged 81. having achieved greater dis- 
tinction in congress than in his presi- 
deiu'v. 


CLERGYMEX AXD ACTORS 


Ecclesiastical prejudice against ac- 


tors as such, without regard to their in- 
dividual characters or the quality of 
'their work, is less noticeable than it 
once was. but is still marked enough 
to add interest to tv>o old stories late- 
ly brought to light. About fifty years 
ago Joseph Jefferson called on the rec- 
tor of a prominent church in New York 
to arrange for the funeral of a friend 
of his. a well known actor, who had 
died. The clergyman demurred, point- 
ing out that the people of his congre- 
gation were of the highest respect- 
ability fend expressing the belief that 
the funeral of an actor at his church 
would not be appropriate. 
But—he 


suggested—there was "a little church 


Ov 1 


around the corner" where the funeral 
service of an actor could be performed 
without objection. Thereupon Jos- 
eph .refferson drew himself up and said 
as only he could say: "Now. God bless 
the little church around the corner!" 
An account of this interview found its 
way into the newspapers and in no 
great while the Little Church around 
the Corner was blessed Ayith a contin- 
uing fame it would not otherwise have 
enjoyed. 


The other story is of a prominent 


clergyman who had 
refused to dine 


where Edwin Forrest was a guest, but 
later met him at a banquet which a 
number of clergymen attended. At 
the end there were cigars and doubt- 
less there had been wine—for it was 
more than 60 years ago. At any rate 
in the good felling and absence of fros- 
ty reserve 
the suggestion that each 


clergyman recite the Lord's Prayer as 
he thought it should be recited was 
adopted. 
When the ministers had 


made an,en'd Edwin Forrest was asked 
to recite the prayer and responded "so 
eloquently, and feelingly 
that tears 


stood in the eyes of every one in the 
room."' Jhe clergymen who had re- 
fused to break bread at the same table 
with a "theatrical person" and who 
now warmly congratulated "Mr. For- 
rest." was struck dumb when he 
learned lhal he was grasping the hand 
of the famous actor, 
and still more 


amazed when Forrest said to him: "I 
have recited the Lord's Prayer daily 
since, as a little child. I learned it at 
my mother's knee, and each day I have 
tried to improve so as to do it justice.''

Writing of America's detachment 


from world affairs: the Paris Matin 
says: "To the meetings at London, 
Paris. San Romeo and Spashc sends us 
a silent observer, lie listens, and has 
not the right to speak for the great- 
est people on earth. ' Whoever is elect- 
ed president must not remain a silent 
observer. The silent observer has al- 
ready made a name for himself in his- 
tory. His name is Pontius Pilate." 


Though (here is point in this, it is 


pertinent to remark that the silence of 
those who. like Pontius Pilate, do not 
know what to say. is far bettter than 
much and confused speaking to no 
purpose.

HOW LONG ARE YOU GOING TO STAT 


Native Americans, of native parentage, probably 


have the greatest longevity of any people on earth. 


Hut the average duration oC life in America is not 


ipereasi'i;; noticeably in the past generation: on the 
contrary, the expectation of life for Americans of 
! American stock has decreased measurably In the 
j past thirty years. According to a tabulation of cen- 
sus t'i 
of 
of American parentage, was 32.8 years- in"1890. p.n-1 
in 1^910 it had dropped to 29.9 years. Foreign born 
whites in America pained in life expectation in the 
same years, but their life expectation was very low 
to lifjrin with and remains still below that of Amer- 
ican born-Americans. 


There must be something the matter with Ameri- 


can life or our mode of living:. Of course the native 
whites of native, parentage are being: added to year 
by year from various foreign racial stocks and that 
in itself would !end to lower the high American ex- 
pectation of life. But such commingling of bloods can 
scarcely account for the marked'lowering: in longe- 
vity mentioned above. Our ignoring: of. or igrncfrance 
of the rudiments of personal hygiene would seem 
the more probable explanation. 


Only an inconsiderable minority of the whole popu- 


lation frive5; serious consideration to the study of 
personal hygiene or its practical application to their 
own lives.

No ouija hoard 
has yet been located that can tell a 
firm how many physics or spelling 
books of a certain kind will be called 
for, so that is has to estimate a rea- 
sonablft number and then work at top 
speed if orders exceed expectations. 


This company, with 
its stock of 


2,000.000 books, finds it necessary to 
keep no less than 4.000 different titles 
on hand, and these are all what might 
be called current books: for as soon 
as a textbook becomes antiquated or 
is supplanted by a later edition the 
old copies on the shelves are torn up 
to he sold as junk.

business.

patient sr-holar spends perhaps 20 
years writing an 
abstruse thesis on 


which neither he nor his publisher

cause few copies will be sold. Tet the 
demands o/ advanced scholarship re- 
quire such books, and the larger pub- 
lishers must be the ones to produce 
them, eijpn though they often know 
in advance that the book means a loss. 
Ponderous works, however, make up 
only a small fraction of the plant's 
output. The bins for the most part 
are stacked to the ceiling with or- 
dinary grammar and

books 


The demand 
for 
schoolbooks in- 


creases every year, and this means 
plenty of trade for the publishers. 
They t°ll you, though, that they are 
far from sailing on a smooth sea. of 
prosperity. Certain kinds of paper are 


amile over the fancy that school chil- 
dren now have more history 
to as- 


similate than when you pored over 
dates and battles, but did you ever 
think of the schoolbook producer who 
has to keep up with 
the wandering 


boundaries of Europe and reduce the 
World War to a few pages of text in 
language suitable for children? 
Did 


you know, for instance, that the more 
progressive publishers 
are 
having 


their geographies practically rewrit- 
ten since the war in order to bring-, 
not only the maps, but the text up to 
date? 


Revising the Maps 


An editor of the firm referred to in 


.this story says that 
his company 


spent about $100,000 before a. single 
copy of its newest geography could 
be printed. 
Now the book is being 


run off the presses as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and the firm cannot begin to 
fill the demand for it. 


Producing schoolbooks is in many 


ways entirely different from publish- 
ing fiction. A best seller novel that 
would require an investment of three 
or four thousand dollars and sell for 
$2 a copy has a boom of a few months 
and then sizzles down to cheap edi- 
tions and-soon fades out of sight and 
memory. The returns are immediate 
and brief, and the author is then ex- 
pexted to grind out a new master- 
piece. 


The initial cost of a history such as 


is used in high schools, on the other 
hand, is over five times as much, and 
a geography 25 times as much, as the 
novel, because of numerous maps and 
illustrations. 
Tet the 
price 
of the 


textbook is similar to that of the nov- 
el or less. In case of an up-to-date 
geography, which just now would be 
a best seller, the large outlay might 
be quickly offset by sales, but in 'the 
ordinary run of things, it is a yc(tr 
or more before a textbook begins to 
pay for itself. 
Then, it brings in to 


its author and the publisher steady 
returns for five years, or possibly 25,
